Debts rescheduled 

Jordan has initialled debt res- 
cheduling accords with France 
and Austria under its July agree- 
ment with the Paris Club of credi- 


tors, Finance Minister Basel Jar- 
daneh said Saturday. 

He told Reuters the Kingdom 
had now agreed rescheduling 
terms with eight of 14 creditor 
gvernments grouped in the Paris 

Under tire Paris Club deal, all 
bilateral agreeme n ts are due to 
be signed by Feb. 28, but finan- 
cial sources quoted by Reuters 
say pr og r e ss has been slow with 
Italy, Britain and Japan. 

Jardaneh would not disclose 
tire terms of tire agreement with 
France, one of Jordan's biggest 
creditors, but said he was very- 
satisfied with the interest rates 
Amman would now pay. 

The Paris Club agreed to res- 
chedule about S570 million of 
interest and principal repayments 
due in 1989 and 1990. 

Jardaneh expected a final 
agreement next month with com- 
mercial bank creditors grouped in 
the London Qab. 

They agreed in September to 
reschedule repayments of SS7S 
million of principal due in the 18 
months from January 1, 1989, bat 
’ negotiations on terms have taken 
several months.

Jordan, prime minis ter says 


BAGHDAD (Petra) — Prime 
Minister Mudar Badran has ex- 
pressed optimism with the demo- 
cratic experience in Jordan and 
confidence that “tins democracy 
can safeguard Jordan from any 
tampering or attempt to create 
internal rifts.” 

“Jordan's moves to ensure 
public freedom and hold demo-

“This is not only our saying 
but that of the whole world's. 
Jordan is an independent and 
sovereign state and a member of 
the United Nations. The Arab 
Palestinian people in Jordan be- 
lieve that Palestine is their actual 
homeland,” Badran added. 

Stressing that the day will come 
when the Palestinian people's 
rights will be restored, Badran 
sud that “Jordan is confident that 


the Arab Nation win be along its 
side in the confrontation of Israeli 
threats.” 

Badran praised Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein’s peace initia- 
tive and called on Iran to posi- 
tively react to the call “so as to 
genuinely serve the Iranian 
people.”

(ACC) leaders who will hold 
their upcoming summit in Am- 
man and praised the ' results 
attained through the meetings of 
the prime ministers of ACC conn- 
tries held in Baghdad recently.

“Militant nationalist careerists 
refused to listen to foe voice of 
reason,” Gorbachev, looking 
grim, told millions of viewers. 
“Events took a particularly tragic 
turn in Baku, There were grow- 
ing calls for seizure of power by 
force in the republic. 

“To our deep regret people 
have died,” he said. 

The Popular Front in Baku said 
their preliminary figures indi- 
cated at least 120 people had 
been kille d. Other front repre- 
sentatives in Moscow, and some 
in Baku, gave wikfly conflicting 
death figures, some ranging into 
the thousands. When questioned 

they said their estimates were 
based on unconfirmed reports. 

“Tire soldiers of the army and 
the Interior Mimstxy are carrying 
out their duty in defending the 
constitution,” Gorbachev de- 
clared. 

He said he ami his Kremlin 
leadership colleagues hoped the 
detasioo to send the troops into 
Baku “will be understood and 
supported by all citizens of onr 
country.” 

Gorbachev said be was appeal- 
ing to die people of AttAaqan sod 
Armenia, maearisgly locked in a 
guerrilla war along the frontier 
and around foe disputed territory 
of Nagorno-Karabakh, to show 
wisdom and restraint. 

He called on them “not to be 
carried away by inflammatory 
appeals” and added: Today as 
never before we need dose coop- 


eration, mutual help and national 
conciliation.” 

In an apparent response to the 
action, the small Azerbaijani re- 
gion Nakhichevan declared its 
secession from the Soviet Union, 
the Iranian news agency ERNA 
reported. 

IRNA also reported that Ira- 
nian authorities had dosed the 
border crossing areas of Bilehsa- 
var and Astara both into and out 
erf Soviet Azerbaijan from 6 p.m. 
(1430 GMT) Saturday. 

An Azerbaijani journalist con- 
tacted in Nakhichevan confirmed 
the Iranian news agency's report 
that tire regional parliament had 
approved the move to secede. 

“It was a decision of our parlia- 
ment. It appealed to Turkey, 
which has a small border with the 
region, Iran and the United Na- 
tions and all world governments 
for help,” she said. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from Moscow on the move 
by Nakhichevan, officially an

Foreign Minister Moshe Arens 
said Friday his government 
wanted elections agreed upon for 
Palestinians in the occupied terri- 
tories at the same time as peace 
talks could be started with neigh- 
bouring Arab states.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Un- 
ited Jewish Appeal has 
announced an unprecedented in- 
ternational campaign to raise 
$600 millio n to help Soviet Jews 
who move to IsraeL 

The campaign, named “Opera- 
tion Exodus,” is based on predic- 
tions that at least 165,000 Jews 
will arrive in Israel in the next 
two years. 

About 1,000 Soviet Jews are 
arriving in Israel each week, offi- 
cials estimate, and the figure may 
rise to 2,000 in coming months. 

Officials hope to raise an addi- 
tional $420 mfflkm m the United 
States and $180 milli on from Jews 
in other countries, through the 
Keren H&yesod organisation. 
They hope to gather pledges for 
the $600 millio n total m the next 
12 mouths and collect it over the 
next three years. 

It is the largest angle fnnd- 


ietrahnng and housing assistance 
— to help the immigrants adjust 
to life in Israel. 

Leaders of the United Israel 
Appeal, United Jewish Appeal 
(UJA) and the Jewish Agency 
met tins week in New York to 
plan the campaign . 

The officials said 13,000 Soviet 
Jews arrived in Israel in 1989, the 
highest figure since 1979. In De- 
cember, 41 per cent of the Jews 
leaving the Soviet Union moved 
to Israel, they said. - 

The Israeli government esti- 
mates that as many as 500,000 of 
the Soviet Union’s 1.8 million 
Jews will try to emigrate in the 

next five years.

Muslim militants demand trial of Badr 


CAIRO (R) — About 300 Isla- 
mic militants held an unlawful 
rally outside a Cairo mosque Fri- 
day, shouting demands for the 
arrest and trial of Egypt’s sacked 
interior minister, Zaki Badr.

Runcie believes Waite alive

LONDON (R) — Archbishop of 
Cante i bnn y Robert Runcie said 
Saturday he believed Teny Waite 
was stffl alive three years after the 
British church envoy disappeared 
in Lebanon during a mission to 
free Western hostages. 

“I hope we shall not need to 
keep this annivereaiy again. We 
long to be able to celebrate Ter- 
ry’s day of release,” the 
archbishop, spiritual leader of the 
Anglican Church, said in a state- 
ment 

. Waite, now 50, vanished in 
Beirut on the mjghi of Jan. 20, 
1987, after dismissing guards so 
that he* could negotiate with kid- 
nappers alone. No-one has 
darned responsibility for his 
abduction. 

Runcie said in a television in- 
terview Friday: “We have had no 
direct news because we have bad 
no demands and we have no news 
about his exact circumstances.” 
“But we have enough indirect 
evidence to give us confidence 
that we are not mistaken in work- 
ing for his release.” 

Three other Britons are bring 
held hostage in Lebanon: Brian 
Keenan, who also has Irish 
nationality, John McCarthy and 
Jack Mann. 

The anA bishop, whose office 
issued file statement shortly be- 
fore he was due to arrive home 
after a visit to Ethiopia, called for 
prayers for the hostages’ families. 

Hie said: “Three years is a long 
time in anyone’s life — and some 
of the hostages have been held 
for even longer than that.” 
Runcie added: “The Lebanese 


people have suffered more than 
15 years of brutal civil war, aggra- 
vated by external intervention. 


We must pray earnestly for a just 
peace in Lebanon, for that would 


see an end to the hostage- 
taking.” 

A special all-day vigfl was 
being held to mark the 
anniversary at Waite's local 
church in London. 

His cousin, John Waite, said 
die envoy had great spiritual 
strength and the family believed 
this would help him through cap- 
tivity. 

“His Christian faith got him 
into it and we believe it will get 
him out of it,” said John Waite. 

In the absence of hard facts 
about Waite and 16 other Wester- 
ners missing and believed held 
hostage, a spate of rumours has 
flourished. One such report ear- 
lier said the church envoy had 
been smuggled to Tehran. 

Most captives are widely be- 
lieved held by groups linked to 
the pro-Iranian Hzzbollah, which 
is trained and financed by 
Tehran. Hizbollah denies hos- 
tage-taking. 

Security sources say the cap- 
tives are usually locked up in tiny, 
damp, underground cells in 
Beirut's southern suburbs or the 
eastern Bekaa Valley, both stron- 
gholds of Hizbofiah.

THE Jordanian economy reached the point of crisis in the foil 
of 1988. At the time die exchange rate of die dinar against the 
dollar took a sudden and steep dive, the foreign assets become 


scarce, die cost of imparts rose sharply, die government stopped 
payments an foreign debts and people started to feci the pinch of 
a crisis. 

People sometimes refer to certain dates which gave signals of 
the imp e din g crisis. May 2, 1988, was nicknamed black Monday, 
and June 2, 1988 which called the dark Thursday. Those two days 
witnessed a rush by people trying to change local currency into 
fWlm, indicating that the public confidence in. the dinar was 
deeply shaken. On October 10, 1968 die Central Bank dosed its 
foreign exchange window and oeazed to provide banks with 
foreign currencies because its own reserves of foreign exchange 
were folly depleted. The Central Bank was left with no 
conv ert ible currencies for intervention to protect the old fixed 
exchang e rate of the dinar or, for dial matter, any other rate. It 
secretly pledged part of its gold to obtain foreign exchange, but 
the amount evaporated in no time. ■ 

Those dates aie no more than milestones on a long road leading 
to the crisis. The real reasons behind the crisis were acnmulating 
for years, at least from 1962, when oil prices dropped, Arab 
financial aid declined, remittances of expatriates stagnated. 


Jordanian ex po rt s became inoompetitrve in the Gulf, unemploy- 
ment started to grow rapidly because job opportunity in the . Gul f 
dried out,, and the activities of the economy slowed down, 
especially in the area of new investment. 

The government was expected to get ready and announc e a 
state of emergency as early as possible. Unfortunately, three 
g o ve rnments thought, or wanted to dunk, that the dificulty was a 
pasting phenomenon, or a cloud in a summer sky that wfll simply 
go away. They decided to borrow externally and internally to 
bridge the gap, M to sustain public expenditure at even higher 
lev^thmkmg that it is the dirty of the government to make up. for 
the slow dawn, as if it were a cyclical recession.

The IMPs rerrifiratg of rationalising bad economies was needed 
to convince creditors to cooperate and give Jordan the badly 

needed grace period. - * ■ 

The government postponed foe moment of truth for at least sx 
years. During those six years it continued to go as fast as 
praBaHe in the wrong direction.

9 26% Investments in Portugal surge 


AMMAN (R) — After years of low inflation Jordan’s cost of 
living soared 26 per cent in 1989, matching a phinge in the vahte of 
the dinar, official figures show. The Statistics Department said the 
cost of living index rose to 148.1 in December from 143.9 in 
November and 117.6 in December 1988, an increase of 25.9 per 
cent for the year. The dinar lost 26 per cent of its dollar value in 
1989. The cost of living index, based on a basket *of goods and 
services which a family living on h. public-sector salary might 
consume, rose only 54 per cent in the en t ir e decade before 1989. 
It was unchanged in 1986, dropped slightly in 1987 and rose 6.6 
per cent in 1988 before taking off last year. There has been no 
general increase in public-sector wages since March 1985 and the 
government does not plan one tins year. Its austerity 1990 budget 
proposes cuts in a real publk spending and higher tax revenue, 
but allots 60 million dniais ($92 million) for food subsidies. 


More Arabs visit Britain 


LONDON (Agencies) — There has been a 10% 'increase in Arab 
national visitors to Britain from 1986-1988 and the trend is 
expected to continue with 1989 statistics, according to the Middle 
East Department of -the British Tourist Authority. The informa- 
tion is based on people visiting Britain from the GCC states, 
Middle East and Near East countries. ‘The statistics present a 
fairiy accurate representation of visitors to the U.K. since the 
analysis inc lu des a breakdown by nationality and geog raphic area 
which is not always reflected in general government statistics,** 
explains Ian Harwood, head of BTA’s Middle East Dep ar tment. 
The statistics show that in 1986 there was a fall in the number of 
Arab nationals visiting Britain. This was caused by a v ariety of

TOKYO (R) — Japan’s trade 
surplus (dunged by more than 15 
per cent last year as imports 
soared but economists said furth- 
er progress in 1990 win be hard to 
come by. 

The surplus fell to $64.4 billion 
last year from $77.6 billion in 
1968, the finance ministry said 
Friday.

Imports rose more than 10 per 
cent, helped by higher ml prices 
and strong domestic demand in 
Japan, while exports grew a scant 
four per cent.

Brazil fuel prices rise 101% 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — The government has ordered a 61 
per cent increase in fuel prices, which have more than doubled in 
10 days. The pump price of gasoline rose from 7.55 new cruzados 
a litr e ($1.96 a gallon) to 12 new cruzados ($3:14 a gallon). The 
retail price of diesel foel, kerosene, and cooking gas akr» went up. 
Pure alcohol fuel went from 5.67 new cruzados a litre ($1.49 a 
‘gallon) to 9 new cruzados ($236 a gallon). The government 
subsidises alcohol to make it 25 per cent cheaper than gasoline, 
although it costs twice as much as gasoline to produce. About 
one-third of Brazil’s 13.5 million vehicles r un on alcohol made 
from domestically grown sugar cane. The increase came just 10* 
days after a 27 per cent price hike. Fuel prices have risen 101 per 
cent tins month.

Johnson stripped of record 


TOKYO (R) — Canadian sprin- 
ter Ben Johnson, who failed a 
drags test at the 1988 Seoul 
Olympics, was stripped of his VXt 
metres world record on Saturday. 

The decision taken at an Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic Fed- 
eration (LAAF) council meeting 
in Tokyo followed a vote at an 
lAAF congress in Barcelona in 
September to scrip world records 
and lAAF tides from athletes 
who later confessed to 
taken drugs. 

An IAAF official said John- 
son’s work! marie of 9.83 seconds, 
set at the 1987 Rome world cham- 


pionships, had been deleted from 
(he latest tan of world athletics 
records published on January 1. 

Johnson docked 9.79 when he 
won the 100 metres in Seoul, but 
the rime was not recognised after 
his positive dope test. 

American Carl Lewis is now 
listed as the bidder of the world 
record of 9.92 which he docked 
when finkhmg second behind 
Johnson at the Seoul games. 

Johnson, who has admitted 
taking steroids since 1981, also 
loses two indoor world marks in 
the list of records released by the 
IAAF on Saturday.

WASHINGTON (R) — 
Washington’s Mayor Marion Bar- 
ry, his political future clouded by 
c rimi nal charges that he smoked 
end cocaine, has stepped aside 
t em porarily as he fights the 
allegations and reports for weekly 
drug tests. 

During a momentous day of 
events that reverberated through 
a nation’s capital that is used to 
high drama, the nationally known 
black Democratic politician took 
on a new role Friday as criminal 


defendant. 

Hours later, he announced he 
was stepping aside to fight the 
charge and turning over his 
mayoral duties to city adminis- 
trator, Carol Thompson. 

In addition, Barry — who had 
planned announce this Sunday 
that he was running for a fourth, 
four-year term — said he now 
was postponing his campaign 
announcement so he can fight the 
griimnal charge. 

Barry was arrested Thursday 
night at a Washington hotel after
